The trustees of the Haynes Library herewith respectfully 
submit the seventh annual report of the library, also the re- 
port of the treasurer of the trustees and the report of the 
librarian, each of which sets forth in detail the affairs of the 
library, which ‘have come before them. 

The services of Mrs. Bullock as librarian have been as satis- 
factory to us as in years past, and as far as we know have given 
satisfaction to the patrons of the library. We have always 
found her books in perfect order and the library room and 
books in good order. 

The books have received about the same usage as in past 
years. Some show marks of hard usage and handling by little 
ones. but on the whole they have been kept in comfortable 
shape. Some that needed binding have been rebound. 

There is one thing that we feel proud of, that is we have 
about 1000 volumes and as yet have not had any one entirely 
destroyed or lost. 

We have received from the state several books of reference 
and reports. Also quite a number have been sent to us from 
the members of Congress and Senators, some of which are re- 
ports of the several departments and some biographical sketches 
of noted men of our country which are interesting reading.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Citizens of Alexandria: 


In reviewing the school year that has just closed, the result, 
though not perfectly satisfactory, is as good as could reasona- 
bly be expected under existing circumstances. 

It bas been our earnest endeavor to discharge our duties in a 
faithful and impartial manner. It has been our aim to use the 
funds at our command in obtaining the best teachers we could. 

As the annual school meeting was twice adjourned, it was 
very late when the Board was elected and we were obliged to 
employ several teachers of little or no experience, some of 
whom did excellent work, while others failed to give entire 
satisfaction. We were fortunate in securing the services of 
some superior teachers, and would recommend their being 
employed the coming year if possible. ‘The best teachers are 
none too good to instruct the youth of Alexandria. We want 
progressive teachers, who study the educational literature of 
the day, to obtain the best methods to aid them in their work. 
We think our teachers the past year have most of them done 
good, faithful work in the school-room, and all have tried to 
the best of ability possessed, to make their schools a success. 

The attendance in some of the schools has been very irregu- 
lar, and much time has been lost by the scholars. Our schools 
cost the same as they would if each scholar were present to 
receive the full benefit. 

Several of our school-houses need repairs, some of them are 
decidedly poor, unfit for school purposes. They need to be 
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rebuilt or remodeled and improved within and without. It is 
to be hoped that something will be done this year to make them 
what they should be. The school-houses are the property of 
the town, and it is poor economy to allow them to remain in 
their present dilapidated condition. The Board have done 
what they could in the way of repairs with the limited sum 
allowed us by law, but there should be a liberal appropriation 
by the town for that purpose the coming year. 

Citizens should visit the schools and by their presence extend 
their support to the teacher. By visiting, they can observe the 
work of the school, and thus form their opinion of what is being 
done intelligently. 

As our schools have lacked illustrative apparatus, the Board, 
after careful examination, purchased two complete sets of 
School Charts at a cost of $16.00 per set. These charts are 
designed to be helps in nine branches taught in our schools. 
They have given good. satisfaction, and we are confident far 
greater progress can he made by their daily use, than would or 
could be made without them or something similar. 

The sickness and death of one of our members, Elmer P. 
Verrill, caused a vacancy in the School Board, which was 
filled by appointing Horace F. Tilton to serve in that capacity.
